DOES REFORM LEAD TO APOSTASY? 


WE publish this week a very interesting and learned challenge 

Prof. Dr. GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, to a statement made by the 
Clik RABBI in the course of a recent sermon at the Lauderdale 
toad Synagogue. We print Dr. DEUTSCH’Ss article because the 
iews Of Judaism he represents are those of a large section of coreli- 
vionists who, whether we adopt their religious standpoint or not, have 
ways received, and we hope will always receive, from us the fullest 
Dr. HERTZ asserted 
n his sermon, which was published in full in our columns at the time, 
that a number of American Reform Rabbis had ina single genera- 
tion publicly renounced Judaism or gone over. to Christianity —" an 
unheard of thing in all the preceding 33 centuries of our chequered 
vistory.” Tothis, Dr. DEUTSCH replies that inall his prolonged experi- 


once he knows of only three disciples of ISAAC M. WIsSE—the American 


‘\eform leader—-who verted to Christianity; while as for the previous 33 
-enturies he declares that Judaism had apostates at a time when 
Keform was not even thought of, and that some of these came from 
the ranks of Rabbis. This controversy between these two learned 
ventlemen has been waged before now in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
‘na letter published in our columns in July, 1911, and which Dr. 
)EUTSCH curiously ignores for the purposes of his argument, Dr. 
l1iRTZ declared that there were something like a “‘ minyan ”’ of apos- 
‘ates recruited from the ranks of German-American Reform Rabbis 
in one generation.” So that against Dr. DEUTSCH’s three Dr. 
I1ERTZ pits his calculation of ten. But, with the greatest respect to 
both antagonists, is anything proved in either case? Suppose we 
take the higher estimate of ten, does that really demonstrate. anything 
in particular as regards Reform Judaism any more than do the suicides 
among Reform Rabbis, to which Dr. HERTZ has also called attention? 
l-very body of men must have its moral deficients. Dr. DEUTSCH 
mentions several Orthodox Rabbis who stripped themselves 
of the old allegiance—one of them was actually the nephew of Dr. 
HERTZ’s predecessor, Chief Rabbi SOLOMON HERSCHELL... Does 
that mean that Orthodox Judaism has a natural tendency to beget 
apostasy ? A small minority of Rabbis—whether Orthodox or Reform 
Cannot tar the majority. Nor, for that matter, can they be held to 
prejudice the position of the masses of the laymen in either camp. 


“Tweedledum and Tweedledec.” | 


THE question underlying the controversy, presumably, is whether or 
no Reform Judaism is a natural stepping-stone to apostasy. You 
may discuss this question a priori, or on a basis of ascertained 
numerical fact. The latter process would involve a census taken not 
of a few Rabbis, but of the race as a whole; and when you have 
kot the figures, you will never know whether the apostates were

- America have had the inevitable effect in such cases. 


really in one camp or the other, for most of them have probably no 
opinions on the relative merits of the two forms of Judaism. A priori 
on the other hand, it seems to us, with all deference, as idle to assume 
that Reform necessarily leads to apostasy as. it would be to credit 
Orthodoxy with the evil taint. There is nothing inherent in either 
one or the other which can tend to take a Jew away from his ancient 
faith. If the descendants of MOSES MENDELSSOHN have drifted from 
Judaism, that may be no more ‘attributable to some essential vice of 
Reform than can the baptism of descendants of KABBI AKIBA EGER 
be set down to the working of Orthodoxy. Per contra, just as we find 
a deep religious feeling handed down from generation to generation 
in an Orthodox family, so we find an intense piety transmitted 
from father to son in the ranks of the Retorm section. The truth of 
the whole matter seems to be that apostasy is determined not by 
preference for Traditional or Liberal Judaism, but by the great 
forces of individual passion, external environment, and the like, and 
it is about as reasonable to contend that any shade of Jewish opinion is 
in particular likely to lead to the baptismal font as to insist that a fair- 
haired man is likely at some time to break his leg while a dark-haired one 
is certain to be immune. ‘The most that can be said against Reform 
Judaism is that it breaks down the Rabbinic “ fence” that surrounds 
the race, and thus makes the road to apostasy easter. 
orthodoxly-trained Jew wishes to satisfy some social ambition and to 
‘vert in the process, he will have little difficulty in leaping the “ fence.” 
‘In one case the person slides into the Christian camp, in the other he 
plunges into it. That would appear to be the sole difference- 
much one of Tweedledum and Tweedledee 
neither instance ought religious thought OR practice tobecredited withthe 
default. The controversy between the two erudite Doctors may be 
carried on with a wealth of illustration and nerve. But, in the end, 
we believe both forms of our old creed will come scathless from the 
battle, so far at least as either of them possessing a special tendency 
to apostasy is concerned.

THE STUPID ACT. 


THE Times, in an article published some days ago, endeavoured 
to show what an excellent Aliens Act 
had been from the point of view of diminishing immigration into 
this country. During the eight years that the Act has been in 
operation, it declared there has’been an almost continuous decline in 
the volume of immigration into the Port of London, ” especially as 
regards immigrants from Kussia.” [t admits that last year showed 
an increase, but this it attributes to prosperous trade in this country. 
The significance of this point 1s much more notable than appears 
at first sight. If prosperous trade leads to an increase in 
immigration, what is the use of the Aliens Act? That law is not 
necessary when times are bad, because immigrants do not seek this 
country in any numbers at such periods. Itis only when prosperity 
reigns that the immigration is resumed, and if then the Act cannot 
arrest it, where is its practical utility ? |

THE truth of the matter is that the decline in immigration has 
probably nothing whatever to do with the perfectly idiotic law which 
was designed to stem the inflow. Aliens who really want to enter the 


country need not, and do not, bother much about the Act; they need . 


onlv book a first or second class berth, as any souteneur, or © bully” 
can tell the Times if it cares to inquire. The causes which determiné 
the fluctuations in emigration are many and various. Iussia, for 
example, is itself said to be flourishing industrially, whatever its 
financial condition may be. As the Times itself says, business is 
thriving.” That in itself is enough to check to some extent emigration 
from that quarter. Moreover England has long ceased to be the 
magnet of the Russian Jews. Their enormous settlements in 
The immigrants 
have drawn their friends and relatives to their new homes. In addi- 
tion to that, new centres of Jewish immigration have started up in 
recent years. Palestine is one. The Argentine—whose Jewish popu- 
lation is estimated.to exceed 100,000, as against some 6,000 in the 
year 1895--is another. And Canada is a third. These are the real 
forces and influences at work at the present moment; and it is only 
a species of superficial political quackery, or more likely utter ignor- 
ance of the real situation, to use our contemporarys phrase, which 
fails to detect them. Of course, we do not say that the Russian 
oppression with which the Times deals so tenderly may not, if con- 
tinued, let loose-a fresh immigration on a large scale, part of which 
would seek these shores. If it does, our,contemporary can take it 
from us that the present, or any other Aliens Act that could be devised, 
will prove a very feeble bulwark. 


LORD SWAYTHLING AND THE J.R.E.B. 
FOLLOWING upon a letter in the Jewish World, complaining 


that, since his acceptance of the Vice-Presidency of the Jewish 


Religious Education Board, Lord SWAYTHLING had not attended a

Name and Work. 


A GREAT name is no doubt useful to an institution up to a certain 
point. But the practice of enlisting it in support of a movement Is 
in danger of being carried to a point.at which name stands for every- 
thing, and work for very little or nothing. Mere titled fgureheads 
may be as mischievous in a philanthropic institution as in a joint- 
stock company; and if Lord SWAYTHLING cannot.really see his way 
to do any work on the Board, we are very glad that he recognised 
the fact and thus dealt a blow at a bad system. The Board, it 1s 
true, has refused to accept the resignation. But this 1s apparently 
due to what ‘s felt to be the necessity of preserving the connection of 
the institution with the Federation, of which Lord SWAYTHLING ts 
the head. As a precedent, however, we hope that his Lordship's 
action will thereby lose none of its force. | 

THE JEWISH TRADE SCHOOL. 

IN most cases our institutions in difficulties are the recurring 
decimals of communal life. Year in, vear out, we may always expect 
to hear their plaintive cry. Not so the Jewish Trade School. I[f 
the community will give it the not very considerable sum of £500, it 
may be reasonably certain never to have the institution begging at its 
doors again. This is due to the fact that the school ts on the road to 
paying its own way, andif only for the pleasure of dealing with a non- 
recurring appeal we ought to make up our mind to” see’ this useful 
appellant “through."” On its merits as an institution, however, we 
ought to support this school. [tis a unique institution. I[t takes the 
boys fresh from school, teaches them a trade, and pavs them wages. 
But it also instructs them in Hebrew and religion, enables them to 
keep the Sabbath, and brings them under the best moral intluence at 
an age when they first taste the sweets of relaxed discipline, and are 
prone to break bounds. ; 

The Critical Age. 


IT is between the aves of fourteen and eighteer is-—-or 
irreligious — habit is formed. The institution catches the bovs at this 
crisis and holds them fast to Jewish tradition. At the same time it takes 
them off the streets and maintains the discipline of the school at a 
stage when it 1s needed most but usually fails. We say, therefore, 
that this is a practical movement —a practical attempt to promote our 
faith, to safeguard the Sabbath, and to protect the moral future of. our 
lads. It also has the crowning merit of being a cheap movement. 
These are times when every institution must be prepared to ~ stand 
and deliver on the questions of its utility and cost. The Trade School 
can answer these questions with. a clear conscience. We hope that 
the community will recogmise the fact and give it the little help for 
which Lord SWAYTHLING and Mr. HiRMANN LANDAU plead, and 
which will send it rejoicing on its useful way.

A point of synagogal interest should be noted this week. 
It is the appeal on behalf of the proposed new Blackpool 
Synagogue. The local community is small in numbers. But its 


ranks are greatly augmented by visitors, and for the Jewish popu- 
lation thus increased the synagogue accommodation is. worse than 
inadequate. A room, the street entrance of which also gives admission 
toa Turkish bath, a billiard saloon, and a cinema show, can hardly be 
regarded as a suitable environment for Jewish worship; and when to 
this are added the defects of bad ventilation and unsatisfactory 
Sanitary arrangement and absence of class-rooms, the need for’a fresh 
start becomes unmistakable. Land has now been acquired for a 
new synagogue worthy of the dignity of Judaism and the needs of 
the community. A sum of £2,000 will enable that building to be 
opened free from debt. And an appeal is made for this not very 
formidable amount. It is greatly to be hoped it will meet a prompt 
response. After all, the synagogue is not required solely, or probably 
even mainly, for the Jews of Blackpool alone. The town is popular 
with many provincial and some London Jews, and upon the support 
of these our coreligionists in the famous resort have a distinct claim. 
We hope in common fairness, as well as love for our religion, the 
call tothem will not fall on deaf ears. The comparative handful 
of Jews in Blackpool have subscribed liberally; and it is only right 
that their efforts should be seconded by the rest of the community.

such clean record in respect to their agitations, either for the vote or for any- 
thing else, that they should condemn out of hand the excesses of others. 
The rick burning of the first Reform Bill era, the outrages which preceded 
the recognition of trade unions, the defiance of law and order that preceded 
the '67 Reform Bill, the Chartist riots, are all forgotten now as they are 
forgiven. They are justified by the events which succeeded them. ‘They 
are forgotten, as will be the Fenian riots, the houghing of cattle, the cruel 
boycotting of men and women, one of these days when Home Rule is a fact 
in Ireland.

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Number, it looks very much as if for some purposes at least women must be 
segregated and treated as separate. If Jewish women can be specially 
marked out for public work, so may they be specially marked out for private 
effort in the direction of kindliness, of beneficence—of all that comes to the 
mind. when we think of the woman as Angel.

The Chief Rabbi spent a strenuous week-end in Glasgow, and from the time 
of his arrival on Thursday until his departure on Monday, he was occupied with a 
succession of services and functions which required all the time he had at. his 
disposal. 

Dr. Hertz arrived in Glasgow from Newcastle on Thursday eve 
reception was held in the Windsor Hotel, which was attended by the Ministers 
and Rabbis and representatives of the several synagogues, societies and institu- 
tions in the local community, and presided over by Mr. S. S. Samuel. President 
of the Garnethill Congregation. The Chairman offered a respectful welcome to 
Dr. Hertz, who was with them for the first time, and introduced the company 
collectivelytohim. Dr. Hertz, however, made the request that he might be 
directly introduced to each person present. Friday was set apart for separate 
conferences with the Ministers, Rabbis, and Shochetim. On Sabbath forenoon 
the Chief Rabbi occupied the pulpit in the Garnethill Synagogue, and preached 
to a large congregation which included a number of Christian cle eymen and 
visitors.

Heilbron, the Hon. President, said it was a great pleasure fot him to introduce 
Dr. Hertz to them, and they might well be pleased and proud that tl! 
Chief Rabbi had given them a little of his.time. The Chief Rabbi, at the 
outset of his remarks, regretted that he had had no opportunity during 
his visit of addressing all. the Jewish young men of Glasgow. Turning then 
to the subject of his address he said that the root of all Jewish moral. misery 
in Western countries—even among those who had consecrated their Ives 
to study—was that the modern Jew had so far failed to declare: his. moral 
independence and to assert his spiritual liberty. Liberty meant calling your soul 
vour own. The Ghetto Jew did call his soul his own, the inhabitant of the 
old Ghetto was a man—heroic, indomitable, free. Ina world of brutal ignor 
those Jews were free men although slaves—they thought their own thoughts, 
measured their actions by their own standards and lived ‘their own) hiv 

totally mditterent to the opinions of the blockheads who tortured them 
They ca!led their souls their own. The Jew of to-day did not call is—s6ul I 
own, he did not live his own life. Many would-be enlightened Jews’and Jew 

parrot-like repeated the old slanders on the Jews~even in the world’ of relipio 
thought they would repeat the old slander that Judaism was only the minim. 
of religion, or the pseudo-scientific libel that the Jew. was the cxploiter of } 
fellow-men. Dreadful moral cowardice had taken hold of some .of them, and 
their greatest need was emancipation from self-contempt—that was what he mea:

applause, and was thanked on the motion of the Rev. I. Levine. Mr. H. Ovnall 
(President of the Institute) moved a similar compliment to Mr. Heilbron, the 
Chairman. The Chairman, in his acknowledgment, publicly requested the Chief 
Rabbi to become an Honorary Patron of the Institute, and on his sisnifying his con- 
sent, there was another outburst of prolonged cheering. 

On Sunday afternoon, Dr. Hertz delivered a sermon in the South Portland 
Street Synagogue. Thecongregation iscomputed to have exceeded twelve hundred 
The evening was. spent at a conference of the Shechita Boards, which are at 
present considering a scheme of amalgamation. . The Chief Rabbi brought his 
Glasgow visit to a close on Monday morning. Itis felt that a direct outcome of 
the Chief Kabbi’s visit will be a strong desire on the part of all sections oj the 
community for more frequent co-operation than has hitherto existed, and Dr. 
Hertz has undoubtedly stimulated the energies and enthusiasm of Glasyow Jewry. 
A word of thanks is due to the Organising Committee, whose arrangements were 
most business-like.

Baron Henri de Rothschild was the object. of a murderous attack 20 
Saturday night by a man -named Prudhon, who fired five shots at him on 
the Paris boulevards, and who has been arrested. Fortunately, only one 
of the shots took effect. The bullet was extracted the following morning 
and the latest bulletin is to the effect that the Baron is rapidly recovering 
from the shock. Baron Henri de Rothschild went to a gala benefit performance 
at the Opéra, and was returning home in the morning towards two o'clock. He 
was on foot and was accompanied by his friend Dr. Zadoc Kahn. They had just 
passed the Rue Edouard VII., and were opposite the Café Tourtel, in the Boulevard 
des Capucines, when a well-dressed man, past middle-age, walked up to the 
Baron and, without any warning, fired a shot at him. The Baron defended 
himself, and struck the man on the head with his stick, whilst Dr. Zadoc Kahn 
rushed to seize his arm. The first shot fired struck the Baron just behind 
the hip, and the bullet remained embedded in the flesh, but the [Baroa

hardly felt it at the time. The aggressor succeeded in firing four more 
shots before he was mastered, but they missed their aim. A crowd gathered 
and threatened to lynch him, before he was taken to the police-station 
When brought to the police-station the man gave his name as Frangois Prudhon, 
and said that he was a dairyman. He had opened a milk shop, and had lost 
30,000f. He wildly accused Baron de Rothschild of having been the. cause 
of his failure through his philanthropic milk dispensaries in Paris. “ He takes the 
bread out of other people's mouths!” the man exclaimed; and the police con- 
cluded that he was probably a maniac. He said that the Baron’s milk shops were 
unfair competition, and he had made up his mind long ago to do something. 
He added: ‘Formerly we used to sell 8,000 pints of milk aday. Now we can 
hardly sell 500, all owing to the Baron's pasteurised milk establishments.” 
Prudhon's grievances against Baron de Rothschild are imaginary. The Baron 
is wrongly described as connected with any milk trade. What he did, some 
years ago, was to lend his name to a number of philanthropic establishments 
that sold sterilised milk for infants in various quarters of Paris. 


TRIAL OF ST. PETERSBURG LAWYERS. 


POWERFUL SPEECHES AGAINST THE BLOOD LIBEL. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

The trial of the twenty-five lawyers, selected from among the eighty-three 
lawyers, who uttered a protest against the Beilis trial, to bear the responsibility for 
the resolution last week ended with a verdict against the defendants. The accused 
denied that they were guilty of any injustice, and boldly attacked the régime which 
allowed the ritual mania to spread. M. Sokoloff emphasised the fact that in the 
Beilis case the ritual murder theory was for the first time officially upheld, and he 
argued that he could not remain indifferent to such a charge, remembering a, 
be did, the consequences of the ritual agitation on the Nishineff mob before the 
massacre. M. Kerensky expressed his indignation at the WNieft. trial, whil. 
MM. Mogulinsky and Bobristcheff-Pushkin announced that they had joined in the 
protest, becarfse their patriotic feelings were hurt by the possibility of such a tria! 
in Russia. Volkenstein, a converted Jew, stated that he considered it his duty to 
protest against the Beilis case. The famous defenders of Beilis, MM. Barsky, 
Grusenberg and Zarudni, who appeared as witnesses, gave evidence to the effec: 
that not Beilis, but Judaism and the Jews were tried at Kieff. 

The mora! victory was entirely on the side of the accused. MM. Sokoloft and 
herensk\ re sentenced to imprisonment for eight months, and the othe 
The latter include seven Jews and 
four converted Jews. The Jewish defendants declined to take the oath officially 
prescribed for Jews on account of its offensive terms. 

A number of workmen have struck as a protest against the trial of the lawvers 
At Libau, the Jewish student Levin was last week sentenced to imprisonment

EMANCIPATION IN RUMANIA. 
"FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
PARIS. 

Delegates of all the local committees of the Union of Native Jews in Rumania 
met in Bucharest, on the 14th June, to consider what action should be taken to 
influence both the Constituent Assembly, which has just been elected, and publi: 
opinion in favour of the emancipation of the Jews. The deliberations were 
conducted in private, but at the close of the conference a communiqué was sent 
to the Press, of which the following are the principal. passages :— 

The Union will organise a monster petition, will hold meetings ata convenient timc, 
and during the sittings of the Constituent Assembly will distribute throughout the 
country appeals and pamphlets in hundreds of thousands of copies, and will convene .' 
Bucharest a meeting of Jews who were mobilised in the army during the war, with the 
view of protesting against the injystice done to them and of testifying their solidarity with 
the rfative Jews in the fight for emancipation, 

The Conterence decided to adopt measures so that the political demonstrations «/ 
the native Jewish population, an the occasion of this fight, shall be of such a nature as to 
convince the public that the injustice which is being done to us is unmerited and canno' 
be continued any longer.

JEWISH CHARITY IN PARIS. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


PARIS. 
Parisian Jewry has no need to be ashamed of its achievements in the field of 
philanthropy. It is but a few weeks ago that without any public ceremony the 
superb and spacious buildings of the Rothschild Hospital were inaugurated, and 
only the other day, with the same modesty, the Jewish Benevolent Society held its 
annual meeting under the presidentship of Baron Edmond de Rothschild. And 
yet this Institution (which corresponds to your own Board of Guardians) actually 
spends 800,000 francs a year solely for the relief of distress. When we take into 
consideration the fact that side by side with this Society there are numerous other 
philanthropic institutions in this capital, each with its own budget of income and 
expenditure, we are in a position to affirm that our French coreligionists are as 
alive as the Jews in other countries to sentiments of solidarity and compassion for 
those of their brethren who are steeped in misfortune. : 
~_ The obligations of the Benevolent Society are continually increasing. This 
is due to a large extent to the persistent growth of the immigration of Jews from 
Kussia, for nine-tenths of the persons relieved belong to this category. In casual 
relief. 114,000 francs were distributed during the year among 7,899 persons, while 
persons in receipt of regular relief necessitated an outlay of 326,500 francs. 
Widows with children and deserted wives were responsible for 130,000 francs 
distributed among them, Other branches of the Society's activities included *the 
maintenance of two soup kitchens at a cost of 72,000 francs, distributions of 
wearing apparel, costing 52,400 francs the granting of loans without interest (666 
persons received altogether 170,000 francs) and relief to tuberculous cases on whom 
26,000 francs were spent.

RUSSIAN JEWS EXPELLED FROM DENMARK. 


On the initiative of the Cinef Rabbi of Copenhagen, Dr. Schornstein, and 
with thesupport of anumber of Danish Jewsa union of Russian Jews in Denmark has 
recently beenformed. Inrecent yearsthere has beenalargeimmigration into Denmark 
of Russian Jews, Keal Russians and Voles, butthe two latter categories have given 
much trouble to the authorities by their improper conduct and mode of living 
The result has been that the authorities, without discriminating. have adopted 
rigorous measures, which, while directed against all Russians, most severely affect 
the Jews, who are being expelled wholesale. The object of the Jewish Union ts 
to furnish to non-Jews in Denmark authentic information concerning the Russian 
Jews, who lead rezular lives, are in constant employment, and are of blameless 
character, and wh», therefore, should be exempt from expulsion. 


ORIENTAL BNAL BRITH 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The Eastern Lodges of the order of the Bnat Brith met in congress in this 
city from the V3th to the 16th of June. Delegates were present from Con. 
stantinople, Adrianople, Smyrna, Ithodes, Beyrout, Jafta, Cairo, Salonika, 
Belgrade, Sofia, Philippopolis, Rustchuk, Slivno, and, Jambol:. The Congress

FRENCH ACADEMY’S PRIZE FOR JEWISH

| chairmanship of Alderman Skaletar, but as the Jews form only a very small propor- 


tion of the immigrants into the West, the vast majority of whom are British, it is 
not generally felt that the restriction 1s likely to have any il effects. The present 
vear has so far been marked by great depression all over the West, and the 
resources of the Jewish charities have been taxed to the utmost limit. The Jewish 
protest voiced by Alderman Skaletar is based upon the fear of the effect any further 
restriction is likely to have upon the condition of Jewry in Eastern Europe. 


ARREST OF VERA CHEBERIAK’S BROTHER. 


A Reuter telegram from St. Petersburg says :— 
Telegrams from hieff state that Singaevsky, a brother of Vera Cheberiak, the principal 
figure in the Beilis ritual murder case, has been arrested, and that a strict police 
surveillance is kept on Vera, who has been obliged to sign a document in which she 
undertook not to leave Kieff. The woman has also been excluded from membership o| 
the Union of the Russian People, a fact which is regarded as indicating that proceedings 
are about to be instituted. M. Krasovsky, a former police commissary, who at one time 
took part in the investigation of the case, is prosecuting Polistchuk, an agent of the secre:

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Does Reform Lead to Apostacy ? 
A REJOINDER TO THE CHIEF RABBI. 


By Professor Dr. GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, 


Professor Dr. Gotthard Deutsch, of Cincinnati, Ohio, the writer of the follow- 
ing article, was born ia Kanitz, Austria, in 1859 He went to the United States 
in 1891, and since that date has been Professor of History at the Hebrew Union 
College in Cincinnati, of which he was Acting President in 1903 He was a 
member of the Editorial Board of the Jewish Encyclopedia, and is the author of 
various works on history and philosophy, and of fiction. 

The observations of the Chief Rabbi, to whizh Dr. Gotthard Deutsch makes his 
rejoinder, was contained in the sermon which Dr. Hertz preached at the 
Lauderdale Road Sephardic Synagogue on Sabbath, April 25th, and which was 
published under the caption, ‘‘ The ‘Strange Fire’ of Schism’ in our issue of 
May Ist.

a monograph.” Then Dr. Hertz proceeded to mention two names, to be treated 
in the proposed monograph, Moses and Wertheimer. In a letter, published in the 
Jie WIsH CHRONICLE of June 2nd, 1911, I gave facts and figures disproving this 
statement, referring at the same time to a letter on the same subject, written by 
me in reply to a similar statement made by Dr. Daiches, and published in the 
Jewish CHRONICLE of May 20th, 1910. I stated then, and repeat now, that in 
twenty-three years of my connection with the Hebrew Union College and in the 
years in which -I was associated with the late Isaac M Wise. | ought to have 
acquired a fairly complete knowledge of the American Rabbinate . 
Converts. 

Yet I know: only three names of disciples of Isaac M. Wise who verted to 
Christianity. They are: Samuel Freuder, Jerusalem Moses, and Max Wertheimer 
Of these three, Freuder about four years ago returned to Judaism living as an 
honest MIWN in dire poverty; of Moses I know ‘that he retired from the 
missionary field and asked Kabbi Berkowitz to take him back into the Jewish fold 
so that only Wertheimer remains, an insignificant individual with an incommen- 
surately high opinion of himself who. having failed as rabbi, as Christian Science 
practitioner and as baptist minister, is now touring the country, preaching in various 
Christian churches, where he passes the plate after his sermon. As evidence that 

my list is complete, I quote the apostate missionary Louis Meyer. in “* Nathanael.” 
1911, who surely would have quoted more names, had he known them. It is 
worth while stating that the three men named are not real products of American 
Reform Judaism. They came to this country as grown up young men from 
orthodox environments: Jerusalem Moses, originally Moses Jerusalemsky from 
-Suwalki in Poland, from a pious and learned family, Samuel Freuder 
from Hungary, and Max Wertheimer from Baden. Freuder is the nephew 
of David Neumann (Reb Dovid Lakenbach) Rosh Beth Din of Pressburg, and 
author of WWI VY) (Jerusalem, 1911), who died January 6th, 1908, after havin 

served the ultra-orthodox congregation as acting Chief Rabbi, and previously = 
first Dayan for many years. Of Wertheimer's antecedents I know nothing, though 
it would be fair to assume that, coming from the grand duchy of Baden which, is 
in the majority orthodox, he received anorthodox training. Theonly other name of 
I. M. Wise’s disciples and friends that § know to have verted to Christianity is that 
of Jacob Mayer, Kabbi of Cleveland and Baltimore, who, a native of Westphalia 
had verted in London. The only connection that I, M. Wise had with Ma er's 
case, which dates back to 1875, was that he accepted Mayer's statement that the 
charges against him were not true, and that the convert Mayer on the books of the 
London Mission house was his twin brother. Wise acted in accordance with 
Talmudic ethics (Abot 1, 6) to believe a man innocent until he is proven guilty, 


Orthodox ’’ Converts. 


Now the question remains: “ Is it an unheard of thing for an orthodox Rabbi

It would seem that I cou'd readily make a pledge to publish a monograph 
containing names of orthodox rabbis, sons of orthodox rabbis, graduates. of 
Yeshibahs and rabbinical scholars who not only verted to Christianity, but became 
persecutors of their ancestral religion and of their former brethren. IT would has 
two to three fair-sized volumes if I merely copied the names, found in De Le Ro: 
‘Geschichte der Evangelischen Judenmission, (2nd ed. Leipsic, 1899,) 
‘Christen und Juden'' (Strasburg, 1892), and the Jewish biographies in. David 
Rosenthal’s ‘‘ Konvertitenbilder (Ratisbon, 1889, 3rd ed.); in addition to name, 
found in the various periodicals, published by the missionary societies. I do nor. 
consider it necessary to prove my argument. If I prove, as I did in my previous 
articles on the question, that there are sons and grandsons of leading reformers 
such as Martin and Franz Phillippson, Gabriel Riesser, Ludwig Geiger, Eni 
G. Hirsch, Franz Oppenheimer, Max Hackenburg, William: Wolf, etc., who 
became active workers in the cause of Judaism, if I further prove that, sons and 
grandsons of: such zealous opponents of reform, as Mordecai Benet, Akiba Eve:

If { do not look out, the book will bave been written before I know it. The 
names of Pfefferkorn, Victor von Karben, Brenz, author of ‘* Judaism, the Serpen: 
Skin,” Gerson, the native of Rechlinghausen, even now the seat of the orthodo« 
district Rabbinate of Westphalia, Hess, author of * Judengeissel,” and inveritor of the 
malicious lie that Jews soil the meat which they sell to Christians in an unspeakable 
manner,.Margarita, the son of the Rabbi of Ratisbon, and so many others, were 
not products of Reform, but belong to some of the thirty-two centuries precediny 
it. Spinoza, while not a convert, turned away from his people completely. He 
was indifferent to the terrible sufterings of the Cossack riots. Hedid not care for thi 
disgrace of Judaism by the Sabbatai Zevi movement, and is certainly partial to 
Christianity and prejudiced against Judaism. He was a product of the stil! 
orthodox Beth Hamidrash Ez Hayyim, of Amsterdam. Alois von Sonnenfels, 
originally Shemaiah, son of Michel Hasid, Rabbi of Berlin, is a name which 
requiresno commentary. It was not easy to earn the title of Hasid in the eighteent!: 
century, and in Nikolsburg, where Shemaiah became a Christian, it wa 
not safe in my time, one hundred and fifty years later, to carry a cane 
on Sabbath. Meyer Michael David, court Jew in Hanover, was the type ol 
the orthodox Nagid of his day, and the founder of a Beth Hamidrash. When 
his son, Elias, married the daughter of the French. army . contractor, 
Leffmann Calmer, it was stipulated in the marriage contract that the bride must 
wear. her hair uncovered—a condition which, I am told, is not even required of the 
ministers of the United Synagogue. After the father’s death, April 24th, 1801, 
the son with his entire family converted to Christianity. (Gronemann: Genealo- 
gische Studien ueber die alten juedischen Familien Hannovers, p. 107. Berlin, 
1913.) Similar was the case of another orthodox court Jew. of that time,. Isaac 
Jacob Gans, of Celle. He left a will enjoining upon his daughters that they must 
not adopt the then invented “reform '' of substituting a “sheitel’’ for the tradi- 
tional bonnet. He died in 1798. His grandson was Eduard Gans, the anti-Semitic 
apostate (ib. p. 28).

On the one side there are those who try to stimulate humanity with .a sense 
of moral responsibility, and open up before them a higher and. better Ife. 
Any form of religion that inspires a higher ideal of life is, with allits mistakes, 
worth a man’s embracing. Errors there may be—in every religion. As 
there is no garment which has not a seam. so there is no religion which has 
not its laws. But there are men who delight to detect only those flaws, and 
they would: cut the cords of every religious restraint and denousce all 
religious teaching as so much superstition; while, opposed to them, are the 
men who are devoting themselves by night and by day to uphold institutions 
which they conceive to be necessary to the salvation of mankind. The 
struggle between the religionist and the anti-religionist is no new feature of 
our age. It dates back from the very earliest times. In the time of the 
Prophets there were men who said: “¥t is vain to serve God.” In. short, 
wherever man is there are to be found all the incidents of human nature. 
Human nature is made up of elements that are in strife with each other, 
and this personal conflict between right and wrong, good and bad, the 
higher and the lower is reproduced in all the developments of society. 
Which is gaining the victory? On the whole the higher manhood is gain- 
ing. Itis gaining slowly, gradually, in limited territories, here and there. 
It is a long conflict. Tens of thousands of years will not see it concluded, 
but the final issue is beyond question. ‘The earth shall be full of the 
knowledge of the Lord as the waters that cover the sea.”” And every man is 
enlisted in this conflict, because every man is either for truth or for error, 
for right or for wrong, for benevolence or for selfishness. Therefore .it is a 
great mistake to suppose that any man can go through life avoiding this 
struggle.

REVIEW OF THE MONTH. 


By Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A. 

he Roger Bacon celebration has come and gone, and Oxford has duly 
honoured the memory of her famous son of seven hundred years ago. When 
the celebration was first announced, a full account was given in these 
columns of Bacon's services to Hebrew studies, and of Dr. S. A. Hirsch's 
essays on the subject. Naturally in the present absorption of mens 
interest in science, Bacon was eulogised at Oxford as a pioneer in scientific 
method. But he was a leader in much else. On the other hand, one must 
not exaggerate. Amid many wise things, one conspicuously unwise thing 
was said at Oxford. Roger Bacon was denominated the English Aristotle. 
That is precisely what he was not.. The influence ot Aristotle was immediate 
and continuous: Bacon created no school, the .modern_ scientific 
advances were made without any direct inspiration from him. All that he 
did had to be done over again. We can see that clearly in relation to 
Hebrew. Bacon realised the value ‘of Hebraic learning. Sut it was 
Reuchlin, not Bacon, who persuaded Enrope to learn Hebrew, and Reuchlin 
worked in absolute ignorance of Bacon's earlier suggestions. Bacon, in the 
thirteenth century. anticipated the humanists of the sixteenth, but he did not 
ctimulate them. None the less is Bacon's fame assured, even though his 
voice was one crying in the wilderness, with none in 
> carried over into onr time: we hear its message, we enjoy its 
ic. we recognise and applaud its range and power. 
The contrast between the mere anticipator and the stimulator is illus. 
a by anothe r Ce le bration of recent weeks. In Bacon we were dealing 
eith one long dead. in Wellhausen with one still living. The seventieth 
birthday of Wellhausen has been signalised in the usual way, by the pubh- 


lial 


tion of a volume of “ Studien.” written by various scholars on matters of 
Semitic Philology and the History of Religion. Now. Abraham (Geiger 
published his Urschrift’’ in while Wellhausen produced his first 


epoch-making work some twenty years later. But the ° Urschrift’ failed to 
excite the attention of Christian scholars. Had Geiger’s book been more 
iniversally regarded as a founder ot 
modern Biblical criricism. When Jews are inclined to lament the small part 
plaved by themselves in this field. they should take heart of grace. The 
Synagogue produced Geiger, and it may hope that the future will be as 
tertile. 


Wellhausen’s infnuence has been dominant for something hke forty 
vears. This infuence has: had many excellent eftects. Darwin. be his 


actual formulation of the principle of evolution right or wrong. did enor- 
miously advance scientific research. Sinalarly has it been with Wellbansen 
with regard to Biblical research. Ke his theories well or ill founded. it 
remains true that by advocating the view that there was evolution in the, 
religion of Israel, he made the study of that religion incemparably more 
interesting and fruitful. Some ot the very best minds of Europe were won 
to the study because Wellhausen, above all other writers, brought Biblical 
into line with sclentife method. because he maintained that the same 
principles must be applied to traditional documents as to natural phenomena. 


And this contribution of his will stand. even though his whole position was 
weakened because of his neglect of Assvriology. even though doubts be 
thrown on his particular analysis ot the Pentateuch into ditterent docu- 
ments, even though it be necessary tc 


o restate with greater reserve his 
opinion that the Prophets were earlier than the Law. | 
On the other hand. Wellhausen cannot be acquitted on the charge of 
unfairness to Judaism. He has shown very httle understanding of 
Pharisaism, though he has written much about it. He has been too ready 
to confound it with mere Pietism. He has not understood the harmonisa- 
tion of the ceremonial and spiritual, of letter and spirit, which produced the 
Kabbinic system. Jn other words he has never correctly realised his own 
principles. Though at the basis of his theory stands the principle of 
Progressive Kevelation, he has never probed the meaning of that grand 
conception. In his most recently published essay Mr. C. G. Montefiore gets 


far nearer the truth. Mr. Montefiore discusses the “ Meaning of Progressive

Jews :in the Elizabethan than 
there are in the Restoration writers. I think that this is a fact which needs 
deeper consideration than it has received. I believe that I can suggest tc 
explanation. There were more Jews in England in the middle of the 
sixteenth than were in the middle of the seventeenth century. This belie! 
on my part has long been growing, and it is confirmed by a remarkable 
passage in the last published volume from the Record Office. . This deals 
with the Spanish Papers of the reign of Edward VI. . 

There are several curious entries. "We note for instance, how a? 
English Ambassador claims the right to conduct Anglican worship on the 
continent on the plea that the Emperor tolerated synagogues in Viena. 
Under the year 1551, we find, again, a complaint by the English Ambassador 
at Vienna, that a Spanish Jacobin monk had preached to the effect that” the 
King of England, his Council and Kingdom had all become Jews and w«te 


waiting for the coming of the Messiah.” The Emperor promises “ to bridle 
the preacher’s speech.’ Much more significant, however, is a statement 
made, also in 1551, from London, by the Austrian Ambassador, Jeb@” 
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Scheyfve. He asserts that he had been informed that there were “ many 


‘we at this time in England "'; they had crossed from the continent in 


earch of asylum. Thus we can account for the knowledge of Jews shown | 
by Ben Jonson, a knowledge far more intimate than Shakespeare’s. On the 
other hand, as the sixteenth century advanced, Holland became a more. 
hospitable home for Jews, The immigration to England may have ceased, to 
be resumed only when Cromwell and Charles II. favoured the return. The 
number of Jews became large at the period just subsequent to Dryden, when 
accession of a Dutch ruler (William TI1.), made London even more

In 1797, the dedication of our Synagogue in Denmark Court, 
Strand, fotbcslace, We have records relating to this chapter in our synagogal 
life. We were then known as the Westminster Synagogue. The minister in the 
Denmark Court congregation was a learned man, Rabbi Tobias Goodman, who 
delivered sermons in English at that early date in the Anglo- Jewish Community.

in. any of the Ashkenazic Synagogues in London. The Synagogue in 
which we stand this morning for the last time was consecrated in 1826. The 
names which occur to us are Leo, Kisch, M. B. Levy, among some of the 
ministers ; then we think of the erudite Warden, Myer Solomon, whose beautifully 
written Sepher Torah is still used by us. In 1830 this scholar delivered the sermon 
on the occasion of the funeral of King George IV. In 1821 the Maiden Lane 
Synagogue was founded, at first in the so-called Brewer Street Synagogue, and 
eight years later in the building in the Maiden Lane, which was used as a syna- 


Western Synagogue, whence it had arisen. Other names, among so many that 
might and should be mentioned, are Victor Abraham, Lewis Jacobs, Lewis Braham, 
Charles Salaman, S. A. Hart, R.A., H.L. Keeling, H. A. Henry,and M. Haines, and 
last, but not least, the many members of the Raphael family. Most of us remember 
with the deepest respect the late Michael Raphael, who knew $0 much of the 
history of this synagogue. Then- as we think.of the late Professor Marks, who 
officiated in this House of God, we recall the Cherem issued by the ecclesiastical 
authorities against the Reform Synagogue, and we are extremely proud of the fact 
that our synagogue was tbe on/y one in London which refused to read this 
“Caution.” Shall we not feel thankful to those who have gone before us for all 
the loving labour which they so gladly gave for the glory of God and the welfare 
of His children? First of all let us appreciate their great zeal for the religious 
education of the young. Not only did this congregation found and support the 
Western Jewish Boys’ School, but it also established the Western Jewish Girls’ 
School. The Institution still flourishes under the name of the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School. The only memorial in the School is to the memory of my revered 
predecessor, the late Rev. M. B. Levy. Then in this building itself the little 
children have been taught to worship God and to know the meaning of their 
prayers.

It kept us in days gone by and it will 
preserve us in th: var friends, God hath assuredly helped us in 
the past.

“Empress of Ireland” disaster, who has arrived in Lecd 

and is at present staying with her parents in St. Peter’ 
Square. She went to Winnipeg two years ago, where she 
was married and had one child, who at the time of the disaster was nine months 
old. The young couple did well, and were on their way to Leeds on a visit to their 
relatives with a view to settling here. Hers was a mournful homecoming, for she 
returns a widow, without even the comfort of her child. 
buried in the Jewish cemetery at Quebec, but for aught she knows that of her 
husband still lies at the bottom of the St. Lawrence. Her story of the last sight 
she had of her husband just before the grey waters of the river closed over them 
is pathetic in the extreme. At Quebec she was most tenderly cared for by a Jewist 
family. She had to rest in bed except when she drove down to the sheds each 
morning to ascertain if her loved ones had been saved. She had not the slightest 
difficulty in identifying her baby, but the search for her husband was unavailing. 
Mrs. Evinson is in a very unfortunate position. Her parents are only working 
people, and she has lost everything—her husband having taken the whole of his 
savings with him, Since. her return to Leeds, Mrs. Evinson had had to receive 
medical attention.

and expenditure has been lessened. Under present conditions no more than £150 a year 
is needed, by way of donations and subscriptions, to cover the deficit. At the same time 

larger income would render possible the improvement and extension of the work of the 
Talmud Torah.

« thorough Jewish education Those pupils who have attended throughout the two years.

His perform- 
ance of old Father William was a masterpiece not unworthy. of Cyril Maude 
himself. and it did much to hold together the series of sketches which Mr. Ben- 
susan, at this his first attempt at ‘age-craft, had not wholly succeeded in fusing 
into stage-form. Nevertheless, the sketches were individually delightful, Whether 
he was showiny us the Carpenter or che Shepherd, the Sergeant or the Carrier and 
Pastor of the Peculiar People, Mr. Bensusan never failed to give evidence of long 
and lovine study of the folk among whom he has lived so long.

Fisher White taking the part of the unwanted, unloved, wronged husband whom Rispah 
has married at the death of her true lover, and Miss Elaine Sleddall that of the woman. 
Other parts were well sustained by Messrs. J, Frith, Hereward Knight, and Miss 
Mildred Surrey. The play was enthusiastically applauded and at the repeated demand 
for * Author’ Mrs. Cohen consented:to bow to her highly appreciative audience. The 
Pioneer Players also included in their programme “The Duel,” a dramatic episode 
adapted from a story of Guy de Maupassant, and an extremely clever litde social 
skit entitled ‘‘ Idle Women,” by Miss Magdalen Ponsonby.

CONCERT NOTICES. 

The wonderful interpretive and executive abilities of Mr. Anton Maaskoff were once 
more intimately displayed at his third recital at Bechstein Hal! last week, when his purity 
of tone and the highly-finished nature of his technique were greatly in evidence. Two 
Sonatas of Brahms and Handel, and Lalo’s “Symphonie Espagnole,” formed the chief 
part of his programme, in which, as in pieces by Tchaikowsky, Elgar, Wieniawski, and 
Antonio de Grassi, he was assisted at the piano by Mr, R. J. Forbes with an artistry and 
balance of tone that made for tdeal interpretations. Throughout Mr. Maaskoff played in 
a style that was frankly superb, for it was perfectin point of tonal accuracy, and itsvitality, 
and depth made it irresistibly convincing. It is little wonder, therefore, that the audience 
insisted on an encore, Novacek's * Perpetuum Mobile ” being the piece chosen. 


In the afternoon, at olian Hall, a pianoforte recital was given by Miss Fanny Davies, 
an artist who holds, deservedly, an esteemed position among lady pianists. As on 
many other occasions, Miss Davies’ playing was delightfully sympathetic and free from 
any display of excessive virtuosity. Three Bach preludes and fugues, and three inter- 
mezzi of Brahms, were rendered with an impressive dignity and finish of style. 


Miss Elena Gerhardt's high position as an interpreter of German lieder is now so fully 
established that it was but natural a large audience should have assembled at Queen's 
Hall, when this sympathetic singer joined forces with Herr Nikisch, it is believed for the 
Jasttime. The interpretations of these two artists might well be termed a duet, for if- 
Miss Gerhardt’s singing was of its usual artistic quality, the word accompanying as applied 
to the playing of Herr Nikisch is inadequate in description. As on former occasions, 
songs of Brahms, Strauss,and Hugo Wolf, as well as of R. Franz Schubert and Erich 
Wolff, comprised a programme which was carried out with an artistry and depth of poetic 
feeling that made the performance inimitable. 


Rhythm and expression as devoid from affectation were the keynotes of the perform- 
ance of the pupils of Mr. Isador-Epstein at Portman Rooms, demonstrating once more the 
success of their master’s methods of tuition, as well as marking individual progress. The 
selection of works by Beethoven, Schumann, Chopin, Paderewski, and Scriabine was 
alone sufficient to indicate the grasp and technical finish acquired by the young players, 
who in more than one instance are well on their way towards making a musical career, 
Miss Gertrude Manley, Miss Rosamunde Drury (in a work of most exacting nature, namely, 
Paderewski’s Polish Fantasia), Miss Violette David, Miss Carola Frieda, and Mr. Maurice 
Jacobson, whose gifts for expression are being rapidly developed, all established their 
right to be considered capable pianists. They made the function a thoroughly enjoyable 
one, the enjoyment being stil! further increased by the recitations of Mrs. Isador-Epstein, 

An enthusiastic reception was accorded to Miss Alma Gluck on the occasion of her 
vocal recital at Queen's Hall on Saturday, and though in the beginning this might be 
attributed to the romance of her recent marriage to M. Efrem Zimbalist, who accom- 
panied heron the pianoforte, at the end it was caused by the sheer beauty of her vocal 
attainments. Muss Gluck is aclever artist with a most finished style of singing, and a 
remarkable diction, and her choice of songs is to be heartily commended, comprising, as 
it did, songs of all nations and periods, giving most convincing representations of their 
several characteristics. In these, her tonal accuracy and flexible execution helped con- 
siderably, while her command of tone-colour and dramatic perception was shown equally 
well, In numbers of such wide contrast as “O Sepina Penserete” (Pergolese) and an aria 
by Rimsky-Korsakoff, as well as songs of Handel and Charpentier, her renderings were 
completely satisfying, while examples of the lieder of Schumann and Brahms provided 
another aspect of her powers.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


There is a certain illness the treatment for which 
involves total abstention from the use of sugar. Sugarisa 
deadly poison which must be avoided atall costs. So the 
people with this complaint are deprived of a great many 
nice things. Sweetmeats and jams are all, of course, 
taboo; even mineral waters, in the manufacture of 
which sugar is used, are prohibited. So, my advice to 
you is to avoid getting this complaint. “ How funny 
Auntie is sometimes !”

Saccharin.
